2. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1, wherein X represents NH-C1-3- 
alkyl, orN(Ci.3alkyl)2.

5. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1, wherein the neurodegenerative 
disease is Alzheimer's disease. 

6. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1, wherein the neurodegenerative 
disease is mild cognitive impairment. 

7. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1, wherein R\ is a residue which is 
derived from one of the amino acids Phe which may optionally be substituted with a one or more 
methyl groups or one or more halogen atoms. 

8. (previously presented) The method according to claim 7, wherein Ri is a residue which is 
derived from Phe, which may optionally be substituted with one or more halogen atoms. 

9. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1, wherein R2 is a residue which is 
derived from the amino acid Gly. 

10. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1, wherein the compound of formula 
(I) is glycyl-L-phenylalanyl-L-prolineamide, N,N-diethyMsoleucyl-phenylalanyl-L-proline 
ethylamide, N,N-diethyl-isoleucyl-isoleucyl-prolineamide or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
thereof 

1 1 . (currently amended): A pharmaceutical composition comprising one or more compounds of 
the following formula (I):

wherein X represents NH2, NH-Cio-alkyl, or N(Ci-3 alkyl)2; 

Ri is a residue derived from the amino acid Phe which may be optionally substituted with one or 
more methyl groups or one or more halogen atoms[[,]]; or is a residue derived from the amino 
acid He; 

R2 is a residue derived from one of the amino acids Gly or He; 

Yi and Y2 independently from each other represent H or (C1.3) alkyl; 

and pharmaceutically acceptable excipients. 

12. (previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 11, wherein X 
represents NH-Ci.3-alkyl, or N(Ci-3 alkyl)2. 

13. (previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1 1 or 12, 
wherein R2 is a residue which is derived from the amino acid Gly. 

14. (previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1 1, wherein the 
compound of formula (I) is glycyl-L-phenylalanyl-L-prolineamide, N,N-diethyl-isoleucyl- 
phenylalanyl-L-proline ethylamide, N,N-diethyl-isoleucyl-isoleucyl-prolineamide or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof

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17. (previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1 1 , wherein Ri 
is a residue which is derived from Phe which is optionally substituted with one or more methyl 
groups or one or more halogen atoms, R2 is a residue derived from the amino acid Gly or He, and 
Yi and Y2 independently from each other represent H or (C1-3) alkyl. 
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
